F course you can“drive to Blarney in a 

- day very easily; but, if you happen 
io be an incurably late starter, why not | 
break the journey’?

I should always spend a night in Cahir 
if I could not spend longer; for Cahir is 
that rare jewel, a pretty Irish country 
town.

Ancient 
Cashel is too well known and too much 
described for me to dwell on it here and 
now: but I defy the veriest road-hog, 
travelling in a cloud of dust, not to stop 
Lis car and gaze at the great rock when 
he reaches it. It catches one’s breath 
with its solemnity and beauty. It is a 
perfect monument of Irish history. 

This time, however, my mind ran -to 
Cashel in the eighteenth century; for I 
“as reading the second volume of tliat 
most. interesting book, ‘‘ The Retrospec- 
tions of Dorothea Herbert.’’ In the first 
volume I had been with Dorothea Herbert 
in Carrick-on-Suir, where her parson 
father lived, or up to Dublin with her 
and “ Aunt Cnffe."’ We had only gone 
to Cashel when the Hebert boys went 
to school there. Here, in the second 
volume. I found myself in Cashel and an 
the near neighbourhood; for we passed 
Rockwell, the home of her cruel, capricious 
lover, and .‘ Parsonage,’’ the home where 
she spent such tortured and, passionate 
hours. The second volume of her ‘‘ Retro- 
spections ” issthe diary of a terribly: love- 
lorn miss, and harrows one as‘much as 
ihose anguished letters of Vanessa to her 
Swift. Broken hearts. can send out their 
cry over the centuries and the note , loses 
nothing of its agony. 

Yet Dorothea Herbert had the chances 
of a very gay time. Everyone should read 
the first volume, with its every-day 
history of well-known Irish families— 
the Herberts, Cuffes, Blundens, . Blenner- 
hessets, who were her rélations. Here 
<eu have a little picture of the races In 
Cashel in 1789:--‘' We went to the course 
in the greatest stile in our new coach, 
end four of the handsomest young bay 
‘horses in the Kingdom. The coach, just 
come down from Dublin, was bespoken 
hy poor Otway, and was really a most 
beautiful vehicle, bottle green, adorned 
with a quantity of silver plate, and the 
harness equally enriched with silver. He 
then went to Limerick for the horses, 
and contrived that all should make their 
first debit at the Cashel Races. Ned 
Eyre dash'd away in ‘his glass vis-&-V15, 
and. in short, we were the gaze and 
astonishment oí the whole racecourse. The 
Noes came every moment up to the 
carviages, and remained mostly by us, 
+<cept in the hurry of the running. They 
let us into the history of every strange 
carriage that enter'd, and supplied us con- 
stantly with oranges, cakes, comfits, so 
that we were famously entertain’d.’’ 

Other times, other manners! (an you 
‘picture a Dublin belle sucking an orange

Wayside Gardens.

If every Irish wayside cottage 
had a front’ garden full of even the 
hardiest flowers, how Jovely the roads 
would be; and how grateful those passers- 
by would feel who can take time to see 
the beauty of the countryside. 


Laureates at Court.

Thomas Shadwell, who was born in 
1642. was the second Laureate, succeeding 
on the death of his foe, | 


Dryden. Shadwell, though a prominent 


dramatist, was not. a.poet of the first 


flight, and it was he who wrote that 
wretched doggerel to welcome . back his 
Sovereign after the battle of the Boyne 
(in which he had _ received a slight, 
wound) :-— | 


“Tat learn of von took such peculiar care. 

That soon ‘the’ Royal Breach it did repair. 
Nahum ‘Tate, who was a native of 
Dublin. was appointed Laureate on the 
death of Shadwell in 1692. He wrote 
much verse, and is best remembered. by 
some of his lyrics; which were of a high 
excellence. He was.' deprived of .the 
Laureateship in later years, and died in 
poverty. 


Ghe Second Worst. 


A correspondent reminds me that 
Laurence Eusden, generally regarded as 
the second worst of all the Poet Laureates, 
apparently had some connection with Ire- 
land. Eusden was born in 1688, and a 
standard work of biographical reference 
in the next century said that this country 
was his birthplace; but there is some 
doubt about that. There can, however, be 
no doubt of the poor quality of some of 
his verse, although in his own day he was 
a poetaster of some note. He became 
Poet Laureate in 1788, and in verses 
written in praise of George II. he was 
guilty of the lines: | 

“Thy virtues shine peculiarly nice, . 
Ungloomed with a confinity to wee.” — 
Certainly it would not be difficult to find 
better than that kind of stuff in the work 
of Irish parish poets whose verses have 
never had the honour of even local print-

| Artistic Treasure- Trove. 


Those who have in their possession 
Japanese colour prints should count them- 
selves fortunate. These prints, in 
addition to their artistic charm, are 
rapidly increasing in commercial value. 
Japanese curios, lacquers, swords and 
prints once common to art shops are 
hecoming rarer in European markets. 
Astute Japanese art dealers have learned 
to value correctly their national art, and 
all their exiled treasures are being 
collected and brought back to the land of 
their creation. The Japanese colour- 
print is a production of noted beauty, and 
the process was discovered in 1764. The 
subject of the woodcuts, social and family 
events and scenes descriptive of Japan's 
national beauty, showed a movement to 
provide art for the lower classes. Great 
names such as Hokusai and the two Hiro- 
shiges are associated with this phase of 
universal art. The most famous of the 
Hiroshiges has been acclaimed as one of 
the greatest artists the world has known. 
The late Professor Fenellosa, discussing 
him, said that ‘‘as a painter of night, 
snow, and rain Hiroshige had no equal 
in Europe.” These prints have influenced 
modern European painting to a great ex- 
tent. This tendency, noticeable in Manet, 
is obvious in Whistler’s work, many of 
whose earlier paintings 
Japanese inspiration.

In olden times the diamond was looked 
upon as a talisman in battle; also it was 
believed to take away the burning heat 
ot fever. The ruby was-a useful wascot, 
too; for it was said that it changed colour 
when its wearer was threatened with 
sorrow or with danger. The sapphire was 
believed to be a stone that no devil or 
evil spirit would face willingly, and St. 
Jerome wrote: “No one who wears a 
sapphire can be taken in battle.’’ 

The amethyst, when worn by a man, 
would attract to him the love of a noble 
woman, as “well as guarding him against 
robbery with violence. The jacinth could 
protect its. wearer from poison and from 
melancholia and would cause him to be 
beloved by God and man. The turquoise 
was, perhaps, the most useful mascot of 
all; for it acted as.a pocket doctor, and 
its colour changed according to the health 
or threatened sickness of the wearer, 


Americas Oldest ‘Book. 


“The Codex Saville,’’ America’s oldest 
book, was recently secured in Lima, Peru, 


The Codex, which is made of natural 
vegetable pulp, is fifty-seven inches long 
by five inches wide. It was started in the 
vear 1454, and is a valuable chronological 
series, giving the list of Mexican rulers 
from 1422 to 1520.

| An Irish-American. 


Colonel Lewis Andrew, the bi-centenary 
of whose birth occurs this year, was born 
in Ulster of Huguenot parents. His 


father emigrated to America, and was. 


the first white settler in Augusta County, 
Virginia. Lewis Andrew served as a 
volunteer with Washington at the 
surrender of Fort Necessity ; was a major 
at. Braddock’s defeat, and was captured 
at Montreal in 1758. He was appointed 
a brigadier-general, commanding the 
Virginians, in 1768, and in this capacity 
gained an unexpected victory over a for- 
midable force of Indians. During the 
War of the Revolution he was made a 
colonel. His death occured on active 
service in 1780. Lord Dunmore had just 
been driven out from Gwynne’s Island 
when Andrew contracted a fever, of which 
he died within a few days. . 


Oysters. 


Discussing the reference here to Balzac’s 
Gargantuan meal, which included a 
hundred oysters, a friend has asked me 
how many of these delicacies a normal, 
healthy eater could consume at one meal. 
re was prompted by a conversa- 
tion had some time ago with a well- 
known Dublin citizen. 

This gentleman’s father is still alive 
at ninety-six years of age, and he was 
for many years one of the most prominent 
men in the public life of the city. He 
has interesting and vivid recollections of 
the Dublin of nearly a century ago. 
Among his pleasantest memories, he says, 
is to récall the times when he sat down 
with friends on many an occasion at a 
long table, accommodating fifty people, 
in the common room of a tavern near the 
Bridge, a site still occupied by a _ well- 
known place of resort for the thirsty. . At 
this table, says our nonagenarian, you 
ordered a hundred oysters for which yon 
paid three shillings and sixpence. For 
that sum you got, in addition, as much 
brown bread and butter as you could eat. 
He is afraid that at twentieth century 
prices neither the appetite.nor the pocket 
of the young man of to-day would, be 
equal to- the consumption of as many 
oysters as that at one sitting. 


A Nabob from Strabane. 


The north side of St. Stephen's Green 
may truly be called Dublin's ‘‘ Club- 
land,” for it is to the purposes of clubs 
that most of these fine old mansions are 
now devoted. It is No. 22, I think, which 
has a curtous and romantic history 
attached to it. First occupied by Lord 
Shelburne, it passed, in 1790, into the 
hands of Thoinas Lighton, who must have 
created considerable stir in Dublin 
society, returning, as he did later, a 
wealthy nabob from the East. Originally 
he had been a small shopkeeper in Stra- 
bane; but, answering a call for recruits 
for the East India Company, he went out 
to India, where he proved an excellent 
soldier, and occupied his spare time learn- 
ing the native languages. He was a 
member of the garrison at Bednore, under 
General Matthews, when the fortress was 
taken by Fippoo, the Sultan of Mysore, :n 
1785, but managed to make his escape, 
after being entrusted with jewels of 
immense. value by the General, who was 
barbarously treated by his captors, ana 
later @ssassiziated. Lighton, after many 
adventures, succeeded in reaching Eng- 
land, where he handed ovef the jewels to 
the General’s widow, and received £20,000 
reward. He’ then settled in Dublin, 
where he established Shaw s (afterwards 
the Royal) Bank, and built himself the 
fine residence on St. Btephen’s Green. 


The House of the Eagles. 


Not far from Lighton’s house a curious- 
looking structure was erected about the 
same period, It stood on what is now the 
corner site’ of Kildare street, and Was 
built by one William Binns, an _ iron- 
monger, as a fancy and toy shop, called 
the '' Pantheon Phusitechnikon.’’ I saw 
recently a rare print showing the building 
with its tower and “ gazebo ’’ overlooking 
the gardens of Kerry House, which stood 
next door, on the site of the present Shel- 
bourne Hotel. Kerry House, which had 
been used as a barracks, was burned in 
1818, an eye-witness recording that almost 
all that was left was ‘‘ a gateway of orna- 
mental hammered ironwork, and two 
stone piers with spreadeagles.’” One of 
these piers, with its stone eagle, appears 
in the print of the ‘‘ Pantheon 
Phusitechnikon.’’ Later both the eagles 
were placed over a small shop in Sandy- 
mount, where they remained for many 
years, until the premises were rebuilt.

ANNUAL EXHIBITION AT 
MILLS’ HALL.

The annual exhibition of the Irish Wate: 
Colour Society opens at the Mills’ Hall, 
Merrion rew, Dublin, to-day. There are 
upwards of hundred and fifty works 
on view, and the standard is consistently 
high, as one might expect in a show which 
contains. samples of the work of the best 
known water colour artists of the day. In 
the hanging this year an effort has been made 
to. keep together the works of each artist, 
and } lls way one is able to study the 
versatility of the painter. 

The familiar style of many is readily 
recognised. There are, for instaiice, soma 
characteristic studies by Miss Laetitia M. 
Hamilton—notably ‘‘ Beech Trees’’ (166) 
and a couple of very colourful studies of the 
gardens in-the Phaonix Park (165) and at 
Fonthill (168). | 

In close proximity are a couple of 
excellent samples of the work of Mr. Frank 
McKelvey, the one ‘‘Glenveigh, Donegal ”’ 
(159), a lovely painting- of mountain scenery, 
and the other a homely study of ‘ Poultry 
Feeding’ (155). Stronger contrast there 
could not be, and the workmanship in both 
is superb. FE. L. Lawrenson shows three 
pictures, executed in that soft-mode which he 
has made so inuch his ewn.’ There is a 
wistful atmosphere abont ‘‘Cashel’’ (163) 
sorts of past glories of the 
famed rock; whilst ‘‘ Croaghpatrick “” (161) 
throws its well-known peak aloft into the. 
golden clouds. Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen has 
quite a number of those delightful miniature 
canyases of which “ Afternoon’”’ (171) aná 
‘‘Autumn Sunshine’’ (177) are particularly 
pleasant.

BEFORE THE STORM. 

On the same wall there is a varied group 
representing the work of. Lancelot Bayley. 
“ Before: the Storm “” (146) is very expressive 
with the cattle seeking shelter before th. 
approaching storm, whilst a totaliv cifferent 
mood is seen in the treatment of the well- 
known ‘* Jack’s Hole, Wicklow’ (147). The 
detail here—sand, water and rock——is wonder- 
ful i . 

Two big bold pictures by Miss N. fF. 
Lloyd catch the eye on the end wall—‘* The 
(Cherry Orehard '. (117) and—‘*_A Woodland 
Clearing ’’ (126)—the latter is afl aglow with 
wild bluebells. A couple of pen and ink 
designs by Sir Nevile -Wilkinson (Nos. 106 


aud 107) reveal the artist’s high skill in this 


department. 

On the left-hand wall there are some ex 
quisite studies by Lady Dobbin. The autumn 
scene at Mayfield (52) is full’ of rich colour- 
ing and lovely finish. Lady Dobbin’s work 1s 
also very finished in her treatment of the 
hemely scene at the corner of St. Stephen's 
Green (162). Miss Helen Colvill shows quite 
a number of works, but nothing is better 
than her “ Spring ” (60), which is striking 
in its treatment, the big bare ash tree in the 
foreground being very beautifully painted, 
Miss Mildred A. Butler has painted a 
striking picture of ‘‘ The Home Garden ° 
(39), whilst her study, ‘‘ At the Garden 
Wall ” (37), is also very effective. 


HEATHER STUDIES. 


Miss A. M. Boyd has some familiar brown 
bog and purple heather studies, of which 
“ Lough Alisheen ” (35) is attractive. Near- 
by is a fascinating bit of work—‘‘ Lough 
Fee. Connemara’’ (20). by Miss Lilian 
Davidson, with heavy clouds lit here and 
there with sunlight settling down on lake 
and mountain-side. 

There are some very beautiful studies in 
still life, outstanding amongst them being a

BAD TIME FOR THE “BOX 
WALLAHS.”

During the last few days the ‘ box 
wallahs' ” lite has not been a happy one at 
the Dublin. docks; for there has been very 
little shipping. These long-shore pedlars 
have a difficult enough task to make a living 
even when shipping is plentiful. The deep- 
water seaman almost spends his life bargain- 
mg, and a long experience of the wiles of the 
bumboatmen of Port Said, Las Palmas and 
Hong Kong stands him in good stead when 
he comes to Dablin. What are bog oak pigs 
and woollen shawls, even if. as alleged, 
woven in a convent, to men who have spent 
three days bartering a jar of pickles or a 
tin of tobacco jor a parrot or a Japanese 
tea set? After encounters with hawkers of 
fifth-rate moonstones in Colombo and vendors 
of ostrich feathers in Cape Town, they are 
more than a match for any amount of Liffey- 
side blarney. 

UNEXCITING WARES. 

The disappearance of the slop chest from 
most foreign-going ships gives them a chance, 
however, to sell a certain amount of prosaic 
necessaries like underwear and socks, and the 
tailor’s ‘‘ runner ” is not unknown. “' Run- 
ners *’ for more dubious establishments, how- 
ever, receive short shrift from the Harbour 
Police, a force about twenty-two strong, 
mostly ex-R.1.C. men. 

It is surprising that one does not notice 
the milk boy about the docks; for pints of 
milk are always in great demand after a long 
diet of the tinned variety The sellers of “apples 
and oranges’’ are very much en evidence, 
as everywhere else in Dublin. However, 
there are good times coming for the box 
wallahs; for two American vessels are due 
in the port. 

THE BAR BUOY RETURNS. 

The South Bar buoy has been towed igno 
miniously back to the dockyard after its brief 
holiday at Greystones. It will lie there sulk- 
ing until the time comes for it to return to 
its original moorings 

rhe s.s. Lady Wicklow has taken the place 
of the s.s. Assaroe in the dry dock, This 
vessel 1s one of two surviving vessels of the 
defunct City of Dublin Steam Packet Com- 
pany. The dry dock is a little world of its 
own, where workmen in thigh boots paddle 
themselves gravely to and fro with brooms 
on paint-splashed rafts. Having propped 
vessels upright with shores, they proceed to 
scrape off the barnacles and pile them up in 
pyramids, The amount of weed and barnacles 
which a ship can accumulate in a few months 
would astonish the layman. 

FROM TIGER BAY. 

The only foreign element, in the docks 
has been the Greek firemen of the s.s. Usk- 
side, which brought copper pyrites from 
Huelva, in Spain. These Greeks are drawn 
from the cosmopolitan port of Cardiff. Here 
Arabs, Greeks, ‘Chinamen, infidels, and 
Turks, in all possible combinations and per- 
mutations, increase and multiply, giving rise 
to the nautical phrase which always greets 
any mention of Cardiff :—‘‘ Cardiff my own 
home, Newport come back. Ingleseman spoil 
the place.” | 

In the Tiger Bay district shop signs may 
be seen in every language, including Chinese. 
There are even shops bearing the legend. 
“English spoken here.”. Such Asiatic sea- 
men visiting Dublin rarely come up into the 
heart of the city, although from time to time 
a procession of Lascars does shamble throuch 
the streets, 3 

The Irish Lights vessel is alongside the new 
wharf, the first vessel to take oil bunkers 
there.

“ (2) the method of marketing butter in 
future which would conduce most effectively 
fo increase the demand for butter produced 
in Saorstat Eireann, and the price obtainable 
for such butter relative to the prices obtain- 
able for other butters, without adding unduly 
to the cost of marketing.’ 

He said that up to 1927 creamery butter 
was marketed in the Free.

The defendants in the case of Michael 
Hogan, farmer, of Fairyhill, Shinrone, Co. 
Tipperary, against Michael Doorlwy, Francis 
Doorley, and William J. Doorley, farmers, of 
Clifden, Shinrone, Co. Tip appealed 
from a judgment.and order of Mr. Justice 
Meredith in the Higit Court, dated llth 
October last, in favour of the plaintiff at 
the trial of the action, and sdught to have the 
judgment and order set aside and the action 
dismissed, with costs, wee 

In the action the plaintiff claimed a 
declaration that he was evtitled to a general 
right-of-way from his premises at Fairyhill, 
Co. Tipperary, across the lands of the 
defendants at Kilcurrahar Beg. in the same 
county, to the public road leading from Shin- 
rone Cloughjordan. He also claimed 
daniagestfor alleged obstruction of the right 
of way, and an injunction restraining the 
defendants, their servants and agents from 
‘obstructing the plaintiff in his user of the 
public road. 

The defence was mainly a traverse and 
dénial. 

PEACE OF PREDECESSORS, : 

In his judgment, holding that a public 
right-of-way had been proved by the RA SA 
and granting the injunction sought, Mr. 
Justice Meredith stated that the plaintiff was 
the owner of the lands of Gortinarable, in 
the barony of Lower Ormond, Co. Tipperary, 
and he resided on the lands in a mansion, 
known as Fairyhill House, so called because 
it was adjacent to a hill which was reputed 
to have been patronised for centuries by 
fairies. The claims of the hill, which was 
said to be the site where Spenser’s '' Faérie 
Queene’ was written, were not disputed on 
either side, so he gave the hill the benefit 
of any doubt there might be. 

The defendant, Francis Doorley, his lord- 
ship added, was the owner of ‘the adjacent 
lands to-the south, known as Kilcunnation 
Beg, and he resided in another fine mansion, 
known as Clifden House. The lands of both 
the plaintiff and the defendant were only re- 
cent acquisitions, and there was no oubt 
that; by reason of the acquisition of these 
locally historic properties, both Mr, Hogan 
and Mr. Doorley had assumed an importance 
in their own eyes, and possibly also in the 
eyes of others, beyond anything’ even aspired 
to by their progenitors. But for that, he 
further stated, this litigation would probably 
never have arisen. Their predecessors lived 
in peace and harmony on their lands. The 
tragedy was that they might now both ruin 
themselves in a law, suit over a matter which 
at the hearing, as he suggested, easily might 
be settled amicably without ~rejudice to the 
real interests of. either. : 

Mr. Lupton, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgibbon, K.C., 
and Mr. Walter Callan (instructed by Mr. 
John J. Kennedy) appeared for the appellants ; 
and Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Messrs. Adam Mitchell 
and Son) for the respondent. 

HFARING ADJOURNED. — . 

Ovaiius the appeal, Mr. Lupton, K.v., 
explained at length the relative position of 
the lands occupied in the district respectively 
by the plaintiff and the defendants, stating 
that, while the. lands were of an ancient 
character, the occupants were comparatively 
new to them, the plaintiff coming into posses- 
sion of his lands in August, 1928, and the 
defendants coming into possession of their 
adjoining lands in February, 1922. He also 
stated that the three defendants were 
brothers, and that one of them had no 
pecuniary interest in the lands—he only hap- 
pened to be there. Having dealt with the

The heariug of the action of Victor M. C. 
Malone, of 20 LEarlsfort ‘terrace, Dublin, 
against Henry Anthony P. Malone, oí Tris- 
ternagh Abbey, Westmeath, the Public 
Trustee, and Patrick R. F. Malone, an infant, 
was resumed. The plaintiff claimed an

had not been included in the re-settlement of 
1898. Mr. H. A, P. Malone said that he was 
not a trustee and that there was no onus on 
him to show this, but counsel said that what- 
ever might have been tlre position of the pro- 
perty in 1867 and whatever the position of 
trustees with regard to it, once all. the secur. 
ties were put into his hand and he was 
appointed a trustee, he was absolutely an 
ordinary trustee and there was no question of 
a new trustee under the Settled Land Act. 
If Mr. H. A, P. Malone was an ordinary 
trustee, he was appointed trustee of all the 
property. 

Counsel cited a number of cases in support 
of his argument and said that if Mr.. Malone 
was appointed a new trustee he was ap- 
pointed trustee of all the property and was 
bound to see, if any had been lost, where it 
was, and make all inquiries necessary regard. 

He could prove that there were five 
different portions of property fin the original 
settlement of 1867 that were not in the. re- 
settlement of 1898. These had been sold, and 
he was entitled to have the proceeds severed, 
so as to show to which they belonged.

Questions over, Mr. Blythe,  Vice-

expenditure amounting to about £250,000.

The tax which most substantially exceeded 
anticipations was the excise duty on beer. 
Deputies may remember that in the year 
1928-’29 the Brewers’ credit was shortened by 
a month, with the result that in that parti 
cular “ear. thirteen months’ duty was 
collected.: It was expected that in 1929-'30 
the vield would be down by some £420,000. 
This estimate took account of the fact that 
in the past year only twelve months’ duty 
would be pavable, and that some further 
decline in consumption was probable. 

On the 3ist March, however, it was found 
that the actual produce of the ‘excise duty on 
beer had, during the nreceding twelve 
months, fallen by only £296,000, so that the 
estimate was exceeded by no less than 
£124,000. The extra tax received under this 
head last vear was somewhat in the nature 
of a windfall. It resulted from an increase 
in the export trade in. beer and a consequent 
increase in the duty-paid stocks of beer held 
by brewers in the Saorstat. A few years 
ago the Saorstat suffered substantial losses of 
revenue, attributable not to decreased con- 
sumption at home, but to the fact that 
hrewers here considered it expedient to re- 
ducé their stocks. Last -vear’s returns show 
the effect of a reversal of the process. 

WHISKEY AND INFLUENZA. 

The vield of spirit duty, beth Excise’ and 
Customs, in 1929-’30 was above the estimate 
bv about £36,000. ‘Twelve months ago I had 
the pleasure of informing the House that in 
the financial-vear 1928-'29 the produce of the 
tax on spirits had exceeded the amount 
obtained’ in the previous. year by nearly 
£100 ,000. The increased return was 4hen 
ascribed by the Revenue Commissioners mainly 
td a somewhat. general use of whiskey as a 
specific for influenza in an epidemic which 
occurred fifteen or eighteen months ago. 

Accordingly, in view of the fact that a re 
currence of the epidemic could not be counted 
on. and in view of the fact that since the 
establishment of the Saorstat the consump- 
tion of,spirits had shown a marked tendency 
ty fall. I estimated in last year’s Budget for 
a drop of £164,000 in the revenue from 
spirits. The fall actually shown at the end 
-of the year proved to be no, more than 
£128.000. I think the conclusion may fairly 
be drawn that the declifie in the consumption 
of spirits. hax now practically ceased, ; 

In the yéars 1924-5 and 1925-6 the decline 
was very great, indeed, representing im the 
former year a revenue loss of almost £550,000 
and in the latter year a further loss of over 
£400,000. In the two vears 1926-27 and 1927- 
28. taken together, the fall in revenue was 
£106.000, while in the two years 1928-29 and 
1929-30, taken together, it was only about 
£30,000. As regards leer also the decline in 
consumption has become very much slower, 
and seems. likely in the course of another 
year or two to be definitely arrested. 

The revenue obtained from the duty on 
sucar and sugar confectionery, though 
£10,000 more than in the previous year. was 
still short of the estimate bv over £50,000. 

SMOKING AMONG WOMEN. 

The yield of the tobacco duty rose in the 
vear 1928-29 by £200,000 as. compared with 
the year 1927-28, largely in consequence of 
abnormal withdrawals from bond, caused by 
a rumour that an increased duty was to be 
imposed in last year’s Budget. It fell again 
during the year 1929-30 by £218.000 to a 
figure little over the -yield in 1927-28. 

The Jesson of last year’s return, taken in 
conjunction with the returns for the three 
previous years, seems to be that the tax on 
tobacco may ‘be depended on to give a steady 
return with a certain tendency to rise. That 
the upward tendency is so slight, in spite of 
the increase of smoking amonest women, 
would seem to indicate that the duty at 
present leviéd on tobacco is about as high 
as the commodity will bear, and that any 
additional impost would result in some re- 
striction of consumption. , 

The duties on matches again gave a slightly 
increased return, as, indeed, they have done 
every year since 1926-27. It is interesfing 
to note that, while the total revenue from 
mathes was £156,000 last year, as against 
£127.000 in the year 1926-27. the tax paid on 
imnorted matches fell in the interval from 
£39,000 to £30,000. The revenne returns 
for the years 1926-27 to 1928-29, in- 
clusive, show that, so far as matches are 
concerned, the home manufacturer is steadily 
driving foreign competitors from the Saorstat 
market. Fea fe 


MOTOR VEHICLES. 

It was expected that the duty on motor 
vehicles an tyres would produce £500,000. 
The estimate was exceeded by £14,000. Tn 
this. connection it mav he mentioned that the 
road tax produced £868.000 in 1929-20, an 
increase of £256.000 in three vears. There is 
no ground for believing that the return either 
to the Exchequer or to tht Road Fund from 
the taxes on motor vehicles has hecome 
stabilised. On the contrary; it mav be taken 
that the number of motors.in use sill con- 
tinue to increase for a considerahle time, and 
that we have here one of our few steadily- 
expanding sources of revenue. 

BETTING PUTY EVASION. 

In the past finamcin! vear the yield of the 
betting duty was 000, which was an in- 
crease of £22.000 as comnared with the nre- 
vious year. The improved return, in all nro- 
bability, was due mainly to hetter enforce- 
ment of the law. This particular tax is one 
in respect of which it is difficult to prevent

This figure is not likely to grow very much, 
because within .anovher year or two the 
abnormal, as distinct from. the definitely 
capital items, will practically disappear from 
our estimates of expenditure. Our existing 
provisions under various heads for Sinking 
Fund are such that, if they were to continue 
undiminished, and if no new dead-weight 
debt were incurred, then at the end of fifteen 
years we should, reckoning interest at 5 per 
cent., have no net liability in the way of 
national debt except that represented by the 
annuity of £250,000 to the British Govern- 
ment,

In these circumstances I am satisfied 
that our next issue of National Loan 
ought to be made under conditions which 
will require the smallest possible increase 
in our annual appropriation for Sinking 
Fund. It is doubtful if there is any 
other country in which the provision 
made annually for the repayment of debt 
is such a high proportion of the net sum 
outstanding as is the case in the 
Saorstat. 

WHAT TO DO WITH SURPLUS. 

Our arrangements for redemption of debt 
are so ample that we have made it a practice 
in fixing the level of taxation to allow for the 
element of over-estimation in the estimates 
of expenditure and to refrain from budgeting 


the view, however, that; even if a substantial 
surplus is realised in a particular year, as it 
was last year, it should not .be carried for- 


limitation of debt. If, on the other: hand, 
there should ever chance to be a deficit, it 
ought not to be carried forward either. It 
should be met by increasing the public debt, 
every care being taken to see that a deficit 
rarely occurs,.and that when it does it is 
trivial. | 

The objection to carrying forward a sur- 
plus is that if such a practice were adonted 


| there would be a temptation to withold pav- 


ments due in a particular financial year till 
after 3lst March, so that there might be a 
paper surplus which could be brought in to 
obviate the imposition in the next year of 
fresh taxation, though, in fact, such taxation 
had become doubly necessary by reason of the 
liabilities wrongly carried over. The existing 
practice encourages the prompt settlement of 
liabilities, because a surplus in one vear does 
not éase the task of budgeting for the next, 
and delay in making payments would simply 
create a crop of difficulties. 

The practice of making each year stand by 
itself from the budgetary point of view must, 
however, on the whole, have the result of 
adding appreciably to the sums actually 
available for the redemption of debt. It is 
impossible, without risking a series of 
deficits, which would damage the national 
éredit, to estimate both expenditure and 
revenue so closely that there will not fre- 
quently be a surplus of some consequence. 

TROUBLED TIMES. 

In this fact we have an additional reason 
for keeping the Sinking Fund provisions in 
connection with our next issue of National 
Loan as low as possible. In it we have also 
a reason for continuing our practice of 
borrowing not only for capital expenditure of 
a reproductive character and for the purpose 
of making repayable advances of various 
kinds, but also to defray certain abnormal 
and non-recurrent charges, such as the pay- 
ment of compensation for damage to property 
during the Anglo-Irish War and the Civil 
War, and the cost of restoring vublic build. 
ings damaged and destroyed during the same 
‘period. lf we were to meet such exceptional 
and disappearing heads of expenditure, 
especially those arising out of the troubles 
connected with the establishment of the 
Saorstat, from the proceeds of taxation, the 
‘position would be that the taxpayer was 
being leaded with war charges while the 
State was redeeming debt by the addition of 
budget surplus to sinking fund at a rate 
which promised to leave practically no net 
burden at all on the Exchequer at the end 
of a decade. 

Attempts have been made from time to 
time to show that we were borrowing for pur- 
poses that ought to be provided for out of 
taxation, and consequently were not really 
balancing the Budget. The almost static 
condition of our net National Debt at a time 
when heavy compensation charges are still

If the Estimates were 
not yet in print, and were open for revision, 
it would be found that even already in 
respect of the purposes for which various 
sub-heads were inserted, circumstances have 
so changed that it would be wise to alter 
upwards or downwards the amounts approved 
in January or February last, Before the 
end of the financial year so many other 
changes that could not have been foreseen 
will take place that numerous sub-hea/ls 
which were most carefully measured before 
being inserted in the Estimates will prove 
to be either inadeyuate or excessive for the 
purposes to which they relate. 

TAXATION WOULD INCREASE. 

The only way in which a Department could 
secure that infallible estimating, which cer- 
tain critics seem to desire, would be to allow 
itself a good margin so as to. obviate the 
danger of a shortage, and then definitely set 
out to spend up to the limit of its estimate, 
making a special spurt, if necessary, in the 
month of March. If such a course were 
adopted the complaints about over-estimation 
which we sometimes hear would doubtless 
fade away, but taxation would increase 
What happens at present is that Departments 
seek under each of the six hundred or more 
separate sub-heads into which the Estimates 
are divided an amount which they deem to 
be sufficient to pay for the service to which 
the particular sub-head relates. 
the view that, while the ideal thing would 
be to have in a sub-head just enough money 
to meet necessary and unavoidable charges 
on the object for which the sub-head pro. 
vides, it is better to risk an excess than a 
deficiency. 

They act upon this view not merely or 
mainly in order to avoid coming to the Dail 
with too many supplementary estimates, but 
because our whole financial system would be 
thrown out of gear if we approached the 
position in which it was not certain that the 
Dail knew, before considering the Budget, the 
full requirements of Departments. Inevitably 
in a great many of the six hundred sub 
heads money remains unspent at the end of 
each financial year, and, although a 
certain number of subheds proves 
inadequate, the total of the supplementary 
votes presented to the Dail is never nearly 
sufficient to balance the aggregate of the 
surpluses. ; 

THE LITTLE MORE; HOW MUCH IT IS, 

There remains, therefore, at the end of 
the year, scattered thrqughout the various 
votes, a great sum the expenditure of which 
has been authorised by the Dail, but which 
it has proved unnecessary to use. Since 
we have already, as I have indicated, very 
substantial provisions for the redemption of 
debt, it would be unjustifiable to impose 
taxation in order to bring this large amount 
into the Exchequer merely to create a 
Budget surplus. 

For the past five years I have for 
budgetary purposes reduced the total esti- 
mate of normal expenditure by the amount 
which it was believed fairly represented the 
element of over-estimation. In April, 1928, 
I fixed the amount which could reason- 
ably be allowed for over-estimation, together 
with savings, at £600,000, a figure which 
EAG to be sufhciently near the mark. 

ast vear, because the estimates submitted 
by epartments had been rudely and 
drastically pruned, I considered it impossible 
to count on nearly so large a margin. I 
accordingly fixed the amount, to be allowed 
for over-estimation and savings at. £435,000, 
which was about 24 per cent. of the estimate 
for all normal supply services, after deduct- 
ing fixed grants on which no saving could 
be effected, and in respect of which no over- 
estimation could arise. The figure of 
£435,000 proved to be too small. 

RESPONSIBLE FOR SURPLUS. 

By careful checking of expenditure during 
the year it was found impossible to save an 
additional £140,000 which, along with the 
improved yield of certain taxes, including 
the beer duty, was responsible for the good 
Budget surplus which was realised. I pro- 
pose, therefore, t raise the figure to be 
allowed in the present year in respect of 
over-estimation and savings to £575,000. 
When this amount is deducted from 
£24,799,000, the gross aggregate of the esti- 
mates for normal supply services, we get a 
net total of £24,224,000. This is the amount 
which will actually be spent during the pre-

The estimated aggregate of normal tax 
and non-tax revenue is, therefore, 
£24,237,000. When that figure is com- 
pared with £24,224,000, the total normal 
expenditure to be defrayed during the 
year, we find that the Budget will 
balance with a nominal surplus of £13,000. 
The position, thérefore, is as if was 
twelve months ago—that there is no need 
to increase taxation, and no possibility of 
remitting taxation. : 

POSTPONED EXPENDITURE. 

The net estimate of expenditure on Supply 
Services of a normal kind—that is, services 
that must be paid for out of revenue—is up 
this year by i £245,000. This increase 1s 
due partly to the fact that the framing of 
the estimates last year resulted, in certain 
cases, only in postponing for twelve months 
expenditure such as outlay on the painting 
and repair of buildings, partly to the in- 
auguration of the Gaedhealtacht housing 
scheme, which will cost £66,000, partly to the 
increase in the number of old age 
pensioners, which has 
the estimate as compared with last year's 
criginal figure, partly to the operation of 
incremental scales in the Civil Service and 
police and partly to a variety of minor in- 
creases in services.

ISSUE TO BE MADE DURING 
THE YEAR. 


The estimates for the normal Central Fund 
Services also show an increase this year ot 
£14,000, as compared with the estimates for 
1929-30. Apart from an increase in the pay- 
ment to the Road Fund, the cause here is 
that some additional provision is made for 
the service of. debt in view of the fact that 
there will definitely be an issue of National 
Logi this year. aving regard to these in- 
creased draws upon the Exchequer, I think it 
is highly satisfactory to find that no ad- 
ditional taxation is required. 

While I believe it will be possible to 
balance the Budget again next year with- 
out throwing additional burdens upon the 
public, such a result can only be 
achieved by continuing to practise strict 
economy and seek for savings in every 
direction. 

Tt will be an indication of the difficulties 
before us if I mention that amongst the items 
of miscellaneous non-tax revenue, which | 
have treated as normal, are two amount- 
ing together to £280,000, .which will 
not recur. One of them is £100,000, 
which will be received from the 
National City Bank in completion of its 
repayment of a sum of £300,000 advanced to 
it out of revenue some years ago for the pur- ’ 
pose of enabling it to make advances under 
the Trade Loans Guarantee Act. 


FROM POST OFFICE. 
SAVINGS.

The other item is a sum of £180,000, which 


it is proposed to take from the Interest 
Account of the Post Office Savings Bank. 
It has long beén the practice of the British 
Government, acting under Section 14 of the 
Customs Inland Revenue and Savings Bank 
Act of 1877, to appropriate for the Exchequer 
as ordinary revenue, part of the excess of the 
gross amount of interest accruing in‘ each 
year from securities held by the British Post 
Office Savings Bank over the interest paid 
and credited to depositors in respect of that 
year. The Statute requires provision to an 
extent to be determined by the Treasury to 
be made against depreciation. The whole of 
the surplus interest arising in ‘any year is 
not, therefore, appropriated. In the: years 
immediately following the European War up 
to and including the year 1925-26 - the 
appropriation for the benefit of the Exchequer 
was limited to one-half of the surplus of 
interest accrued to the Bank over the 
interest credited and paid to depositors. 

It is now no longer necessary to make such 
provision against depreciation, and the. share 
appropriated by the British Exchequer has 
since 1926-27 been increased to a proportion 
that appears to be 75 per cent., 

| MOUNTING SURPLUS. 

Since the Saorstat, Post Office Savings Bank 
was established surplus interest has been ac- 
cumulating, and no part of it has yet been 
taken for the Exchequer.

The accounts for the vear ended 3lst Decem- 
her, 1929, have not yet been made up, but are 
It is clear, however, 
that the surplus interest accrued up to the 
end of the year 1929 will not be less than 
£240,000. The sum which it is proposed to 
take into the Exchequer is, therefore, 75 per 
cent. of the total amount which has been per- 
mitted to-accumulate. The remaining £60,000 
will be allowed to stand over as provision 
against possible future depreciation. 

The sum of £280,000 supplied bv the 
National City Bank’s repayment and bv the 
Savings Bank from surplus interest will not 
be available next year, and the gap will have 
to be filled (if fresh taxation is to be avoided) 
either by an improvement in the yield of 
existing taxation or by a corresponding re 
duction of expenditure. It is the policy of 
the present Government to avoid the im 
position of fresh burdens on industry and 
agriculture. If lesitiaation can be stimulated, 
existing sources pt revenue will gradually ex- 
pand and new services may then be under- 
taken by the State without hindering or pre- 
venting further economic progress. 

SOCIAL SERVICES. 

We believe, however, that the Saorstat 
ought not at this stage to set. out to rival 
the social services of much more highly de- 
veloped countries, and thereby run the risk 
of smothering economic growth under ever- 
growing public burdens. On the contrary, 
we think that the right line of advance is 
to give agriculture and industry the oppor- 
tunity of developing, so that the country may 
later on be able to afford social services on a 
scale comparable with that of any other 
country. 

But the stage in which great and striking 
economies might be looked for has now 
passed. Equally the time when people could 
reasonably . hope that important new 
services might be. squeezed into the 
Estimates without involving the imposition 
of fresh. burdens on the public has gone by. 
Such savings as may be effected in the future 
will be relatively small in amount and hard 
to achieve. 

TWO CATEGORIES OF EXPENDITURE. 

The bulk of the estimated expenditure of 
£26,002,000 may be divided into two cate- 
gories, In the first is comprised unavoidable 
expenditure; in the second expenditure which, 
except in times of crisis, neither the Dail.nor 
the electorate would consent to abolish or 
even reduce. In the latter class is included 
outlay not -only on various social services, 
but. also expenditure on certain economic 
objects, such as the encouragement of agri- 
culture. ; | 

The expenditure shown in the Estimates 
for 1930-31 which may be classed as unavoid- 
able is that incurred on the following :— 

Education 
Post Office 
Service of Debt 
Superannuation 
Police and Prisons 
Army 
Collection of .Revenue 
Judicial Salaries and Pen- 
sions, and Admunistra-

These figures, of course, include the allied 
services, which are shown at the foot of 
Part IT. of each vote in the Volume of Esti- 
mates, the necessary eliminations heing made 
to prevent any item being counted twice. 

UNAVOIDABLE EXPENDITURE. 

In regard to some of the headings men- 
tioned, there will be little tendency to deny 
that the exvenditure is unavoidable, and, 
is not capable of arbitrary, or even speedy, 
reduction. Interest on public debt must be 
paid punctually and in full, and the provi- ' 
sion for redemption promised when the 
money was borrowed must also he made. 
Post Office services must clearly be main- 
tained on something like the present scale. 

Throughout the world more and more 
money is béing expended on education. The 
Saorstat cannot afford to reduce materially 
its outlay on the training Jf its future 
citizens. Revenue must be . collected if 
government is to be carried on at all. Our 
expenditure on prisons and i on

judicial salaries and the machinery of the 
courts, is not only on a very much more 
modest scale than prevailed in the area of 
the Saorstat during the British occupation, 
but is hardly capable of further reduction 
until we reach a state of affairs in “which, 
for example, the ordinary resident in 
a rwal parish will go _ straight to 
tell the police if he hears that poteen 
is being made in the next townland or 
will be prepared to protect the bailiff who is 
seizing his neighbour's cattle for a debt to, 
say, the grocer in the nearest town. 

SUPERANNUATION ALLOWANCES. 

As regards the expenditure on superannua- 
tion allowances, it is elear that retired public 
servants cannot be denied the pensions they 
were promised when they entered Govern- 
ment employment. 

I think it will be agreed by most people 
that expenditure on the Army cannot safely 
be reduced below the figure at which it now 
stands—at any rate until the possibility of 
internal armed attack on the State has com- 
pletely disappeared. Even then it is question- 
able whether much further reduction would 
be justifiable until the sanctions of inter- 
national law and institutions like the League 
of Nations have grown more powerful than 
they are now. ' 

Taking a general view, the expenditure at 
present being incurred under the eight head- 
ings I have just mentioned is unavoidable 
and not capable of appreciable reduction. It 
tota's £16,180,000, from which must be 
deducted appropriations in aid amounting to 
£520,000, leaving a nat £15,860,000. To this 
figure might be added the aggregate. of cer- 
tain expenditure which is unavoidable, because 
its stoppage by the State would only throw 
additional burden on local ratepayers.

There is 
therefore, no possibility of finding relief for 
the taxpayer in. them.

ment looking out for sound econamies to 
touch. 

There is certain other expenditure which 
may be left out of account when we are seek. 
ing for means of reducing the burden of 
taxation, because it is defrayed out of 
borrowed money. The chief items are:—

SOCIAL INSURANCES. ~ 

The cost of national health insurance and 
of unemployment insurance, taken jointly, 
aiter deducting appropriations in aid, is 
£559,000. Both services have b i - 

rvices have been misrepre 
sented and are misunderstood in the country. 
Consequently, a proposal to abolish them 
would have certain support. But, if such a 
measure were carried out, not only should we 
destroy social services of great value and of 
a kind which nearly all up-to-date countries 
have found it necessary to adopt, but we 
should cast considerable burdens on the 
boards of health throughout the country. 

Allowing for the moment, however, that 
they may be the subject of substantial pran- 
ing or abolition, we find that, out of esti- 
mates of expendjture aggregating £26,002,000 
for the year 1930-31, the total amount repre- 
senting the fiel@ in which substantial sav- 
ings might conceivably be effected is 
£1.535,000, and in order to save the whole 
of that sum it would be necessary to abolish 
the following, or, at any rate, to sweep 
them into financial oblivion :— 

The Governor-General, the Oireachtas, 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General, 

‘the Office of Public Works, National 
Health: Insurance, Unemployment  In- 
‘surance, the Civil Service Commission, 
the State Laboratory, Valuation Office, 
Ordnance Survey, Patents Office, Gene- 
ral Register Office, Stationery Office, 
the Tariff Commission, the Department 
of Finance, the Department of Justice, 
the Department of Local Government, 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, and the Department of External 
Affairs, the Land Registry and Registry 
of Deeds, the Broadcasting Service, and 
to stop outlay on law charges, temporary 
commissions, electoral expenses, marine 
services, railways, and certain minor ser- 
vices. 

I showed in a previous Budget statement 
that even if, regardless of efficiency and legal 
rights, we were to cut all higher salaries to 
an extent that no advocate of cutting has yet 
suggested, reducing salaries of £800, for in- 
stance, down to £480, the entire saving that 
could be effected would not equal the proceeds 
of a tax of id. per pound on sugar, 

STATE EMPLOYES. 

In this connection it is worth remembering 
that the total pay, including bonus, of all 
State employés, from Ministers and judges 
to messengers, charwomen and labourers, but 
ex¢luding teachers, soldiers and police, 
amounts to only 16.5 per cent. of the totai 
estimated expenditure. both Central Fund 
and Supply, for 1930-31. If. Post Office 
employés, the larger’ part of whose pay :s 
met out of postal revenue, are left out of 
account, the percentage falls to 10.45 per 
cent. i 

Though many people refuse to see it, the 
plain fact in regard to public expenditure and 
taxation is that new services, except on the 
most modest scale, are not likely for some 
time to be possible without imposition of 
fresh taxation, and reduction of taxation if, 
in face of all the calls for increased services, 
it is to be effected at all, can only take the 
form of comparatively minor abatements. 


NO IMPORTANT 
CHANGES. 
| —— 
ENCOURAGEMENT TO 
BUSINESS FIRMS, 


It is not proposed to make any important 
changes in the scheme of taxation in the 
present year. Appeals have been received for 
reliefs of various kinds, but it is considered 
that to create disturbance simply for the 
surpose of changing burdens from the 
shoulders of one set of people to another is 
not, on the whole, desirable. 

For. a good number of years past we have 
heen urged to give relief to the smaller 
income tax payers, particularly to those with 
families.. 
this yéar without imposing new taxation to 
make gocd the loss of revenue that would 
be incurred. If we were to levy indirect 
taxes for the purpose they would have to be 
put on articles of necessity, because duties on 
goods of a luxury character would give little 
revenue, 

Customs .cr Excise duties on articles of 
common tse would have the effect of taxing 
those who were too poor to be liable to direct 


taxation for the benefit of people who had 


the good fortune to be income tax payers. 

INCOME TAX UNCHANGED, 

It would, of course, be possible to find the 
means of giving greater reliefs to smaller 
income tax payers By increasing the standard 
rate. We do not consider that such a

NO NEW PETROL DUTY. 

It has been suggested to me Dy some ol! 
those members of the public who so freely 
proffer advice about this time of the year 
that the money required to give reliefs on 
the British sn & to small income tax payers 
could be obtained by levying a duty of dd. 
or 4d. per gallon on petrol. Thigvis not a 
proposal to which I am prepared to give 
serious consideration at the moment. My 
attitude is that nothing of a fiscal character 
should be allowed to happen to petrol till 
the De-rating Commission has reported; as 
it will before the end of the year. 


TRADING PROFITS.

HARBOUR BOARDS AND 
OTHER AUTHORITIES. 


I have been urged to exempt the: trading 
profits of harbour authorities from liabilit) 
to income tax. The matter is one which has 
b2en considered by the Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal appointed by the Minister for In 
dustry and Commerce; and as the report ot! 
the Tribunal will, it is understood, be ready 
in the summer, I should prefer not to ex 
press a definite view as to the desirability or 
otherwise of giving the relief sought until 
the report has been published and studied. 
it appears to me, however, that if the trading 
profits of harbour authorities were exempted 
from income tax, the concession would have 
to be extended to the trading profits made 
by all local authorities and by the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

t would also have to be extended to the 
trading profits of charitable bodies in so far 
as such profits were devoted to charitable 
“ep antag Moreover, I am satisfied “that, 1! 
trading profits were exempted, the case for 
exempting the investment income of such 
bodies would prove to be irresistible. 

In the report of the Royal Commission on 
the Income Tax issued in 1920 it is indicated 
that the claim to charge tax on the trading 
profits of local authorities and charities is 
stronger in principle than the claim to tax 
investment income, because public bodies and 
charities may, and in certain cases do, com- 
pete with private traders. In the case of 
charities, exemption is already given in the 
case of investment income, but not in respect 
of trading profits, except in one special class 
of case. In short, there is, if anything, more 
to be said for exempting other classes of in- 
come than trading profits. 

Therefore the proposal to exempt the trad- 
ing profits of harbour authorities from tax 
must, am afraid, be looked upon 
as practically a proposal that all 
income received by public bodies and 
by charities, including trading profits, rents, 
interest, should be exempt from i 
come tax. If effect were given such 
a proposal, it would involve an imme- 
diate loss of £70,000 per annum. = In 
the near future the loss would probably rise 
to £100,000 per annum. Without going into 
the merits of the claim at the moment, | am 
coerced to reject it, for the present, at anv 
rate, because there is no surplus from which 
the concession sought could be made. 

Various other claims for the remission © 
modification of charges must also be rejected 
for the same reason. 


SIMPLIFICATION OF 
INCOME TAX. 


————s | 
A NEW BILL IN THE DAIL. 


It is proposed to make one or two minor 
alterations in the law relating to income tax 
in order to relieve serious hardships arising 
in certain cases from the changes in regard 
to.the basis of assessment made in last year s 
Finance Bill. The Departmental “Committee 
have been at work on the preparation of pro- 
posals for the simplification of the income 
tax code. 

There seems to be a certain amount. of mis, 
understanding abroad as to the nature ©! 
their task. It does not mean merely codi!i 
cation. The Income Tax Act of 1918 was 
itself a codifying Act, Our present income 
tax code comprises the 1918 Act, the incon 
tax provisions of the British Finance Acts 


from 1919 to 1922, and those of the Saorsta® . 


Finance Acts from 1923 to 1929. The i 
come Tax Act of 1918 itself contains a larg° 
number of provisions which have no force !' 
the Saorstat, and others which are unsuitable 
to conditions in the Saorstat. It would be 
possible py codifying the Acts to reduce the 
total number of sections considerably, ana ‘° 
make the codified Act more readily 1 
telligible. But this of itself would not have 
the effect of simplifying the system, and the 
Committee are endeavouring to secure amend- 
ments which will make the system itself more 
simple, and thus enable the forms to be 
simplified. 
NOT AN EASY TASK. | 
This is not nearly as easy a task as if 
seems to many people. The new system 
must be as effective in producing. revenue as 
the old one, and it must, if possible, ‘be 
no more expensive to work, There are man) 
obvious steps towards simplification which 
might be taken without hesitation if it were 
possible to ignore these two requirements. 
For example, if the principle of taxation at 
the source were wholly abandoned, the way 
to a considerable degree of simplification 
would at once be opened, but it is a matter 
of very grave doubt, indeed, whether, without 
it, anything like the same yield of revenve 
could be obtained. bai 
The taxpayer is apt to think of simplific4 
tion purely by reference to the size of *''° 
form which he has to fill up. There are 
difficulties, however, in eliminating questio"s 
from the forms. If there were no person” 
reliefs, the amount of matter could 
greatly reduced; but obviously we cant 
simplify the forms by withdrawing | 
reliefs. | 
It is anticipated that the Committee will 
be aule to make their report in the autum", 
as special arrangements have been made iv 
expedite the work, and a good deal of groun' 
has already been covered. It should be pos- 
sible, therefore, to have a bill for the 
simplification of the income tax code pre 
pared and passed by the Dail before the 
introduction of next year’s Budget.

The French Govern- 
ment have been able to satisfy us that the 
duties on wine,-which were increased in 1926, 
fell with special severity on French products, 
and accordingly it has been agreed to make 
some reduction.. There is no doubt that the 
new scale represents a more equitable.adjust- 
ment as between the different qualities of 
Wine imported from various countries. 

Notes have heen exchanged with the 
French Government defining the treatment to 
be accorded to our imports from France and 
to our exports to that country, and a com- 
nercial treaty will be conciuded on the basis 
of the agreement set out in the Notes. It 
secures LO goods of Saorstat origin the benefits 
of entry’ into France, the French colonies 
and protectorates, on the miniynum tariff. a 
concession which, jn fact, is enjoved in full 
by very few countries. On the other hand, we 
shall give France most favoured nation treat- 
ment, which does not, however, interfere with 
Impovial preference or the system of giving 
special concessions to other States of the 
Moijish Commonwealth. The loss in revenue

i have been addressed to the 
frovernment, particularly by traders in the 
country towns, about the injurious effect on 
many of the smaller urban areas of the great 
reveut years of the practiée of 
hawking by means of motor vehicles. 

When the matter was under investigation 
we were sturck hy the curious fact that, while 
the ordinary hawker; who operates normally 
with a horse-drawn vehicle, is’ charged a 
licence duty of £2 per annum, the hawker 
witha motor van is exempt from taxation. 
Those who drafted the Hawkers Act, 1888, 
pparently overlooked the possibility of motor 
cars being used for such traffic. Ve intend 
their oversight, In view of the 
rreater burden capable of being carried 

the motov vehicle, and of its much greater 

ithe motor-hawker should, as a mere 
iter of equity, be subject to heavier taxa- 
than the hawker who, in the words of 
the Act, travels with a horse or other beast 
vearing or drawing burden. It is proposed, 
that the motor-hawker shall, as 
irom Ist August next, be obliged to pay an 
annual licence duty of £10. The revenue 
obtained. will, it is estimated, be approxi- 
mately £3,000.

before 1913. In 1927 we weve very strongly 
urged to extend the concession to apply to 
all cars over five years old, We reiused: to 
do so on the ground that the veason for the 
original concession did not really apply uo 
cars of more recent date than 1915, and be: 
cause we did ‘not want to eat into the income 
of the Road Fund. 

“Since the time the matter was last seriously 
bige ti Aid of the Road Fund has, 

5 ave already indicated, increased by 
£256,000. We do not accept the view of 
those advocates of the concession who urge 
that it will actually increase the revenue of 
the Road Fund by substentially increasing 
the number of cars on the road, but we are 
satisfied that such loss as it may cause will 
not be a serious matter henceforth, We 
propose, therefore, that, as from lst January 
next, the road tax shall, in the case of cars 
over five years old, be payable subject to a 
rebate of 25 per cent. 

THANKS To ECONOMY COMMITTEE. 

Two years ago it was necessary, in order 
to balance the Budget, to find the large sum 
of £700,000 by temporary expedients, That 
it was not necessary in last year's Budget, 
and is not now necessary, to impose taxation 
is largely the result of a very close scrutiny 
and a very severe limitation of expenditure. 
i should like again to acknowledge the help 
| have received in this connection from the 
investigations of the Economy Committee, 
presided over by the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. 
rhey have examined thoroughly a great part 
of the field of Government expenditure, and, 
if 1 have already appropriated much of the 
matter that would normally have formed 
part of their report, the credit due to them 
is not lessened thereby. 

There is no prospect that in the next few 
years it is going to be easy to find the full 
amounts sein to maintain public services. 
he disappearance of the element of arrears 
from the returns of income tax will be 
sufficient to counteract the effect of any im- 
provement in economic conditions, unless 
such improvement should be quite marked. 

The changed habits that have gradually 
grown up since the high liquor duties were 
first imposed will prevent any great increase 
in the yield of the beer and spirit duties, 
no matter how trade and industry revive. 
As the protective duties achieve their pur- 
pon they will produce less revenue. But 
1owever difficult may be the replenishment 
of the national purse, every indication points 
to the conclusion that, although the im. 
provement in the country’s economic health 
is very gradual, it is unbroken. It will be 
some time before better conditions can be 
reflected in bigger revenue. Already, how- 
ever, we have reasons for pursuing our task 
no longer merely in a spirit of resolute con- 
fidence, but rather in a spirit of cheerful 
optimism. We cannot afford to slacken our 
efforts, but we can afford to rid our minds 
of anxiety.

BETTER OFF IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

As far as the income taxpayer with £500 
or £600 @ year was concerned, he paid con- 
siderably more than a person with a cor- 
responding income paid in Great Britain. 
The married couple in England with three 
children on an income of £400 a year paid 
no income tax, and the amount paid by 
such a family with £500 was three times as 
much in the Free State as in Great Britain. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork W.) congratu- 
lated the Minister on the very mild criticism 
of his statement by the Fianna Fail and 
Labour leaders. As far as the income tax 
was concerned, if any relief could be given 
to the married man he certainly ought to 
get it. Relief for the bachelors, who were 
increasing in the Saorstat every year, was 
bad policy. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) agreed 
with Mr. O'Connell that the statement of 
the Minister showed that his stock of ideas 
had become exhausted, and that, if the Dail 
wanted a change of financial outlook by the 
Government, they could only get it by a 
change ofg Government. The Government 
were absolutely indifferent to the big, major 


-{ economic problems with which the country 


was confronted. There was no proposal to 
give protection to any industry and to im- 
crease employment. The Minister had told 
them that it was not ‘possible to make any 
allowance to taxpayers with small incomes, 
and he left the impression in the public mind 
that relief of this class could iol be given 
by increasing indirect taxation, particularly 
by indirect taxation on the necessaries of life. 
He also stated that the allowance to smaller 
income taxpayers with families conid only be 
increased by increasing standard rate, or so 
modifying the vurden of the tax that those 
with large incomes would pay more, and that 
that was inadvisable he said. But it was not the 

licy of the Government to relieve the 
Sinden of the poorer man or to increase the 
burden of the richer man. 

“STURDY DEMOCRACY.” 

The man with the smaller income paid pro. 
portionately more here than in Great Britain, 
pus the Minister was anxious to preserve that 
“ because.” said Mr. Lemass. “he thinks 
he could be able to induce a number of dukes 
and earis and lords whom we drove out ten 
years ago to come back. That is his ambition 
and his hope. The poor people must pay 
through the nose because the Minister and his 
friends must breathe the pure social atmosphere 
in which that party can perform their new 
‘sinnts’ which thev lave learned at 
garden parties at Buckingham Palece and 
places of the kind. Jt does not matter that 
the burden of income tax upon the small man 
constitutes a very considerable hardship nro- 
vided that a few millionaires, who can afford 
io bave a country house in Ireland arid a. 
town house in London may be induced to 
come back and become permanent residents 
here and reconstitute the landlord or the 
iocal nabob. We do not want these people 
teve: I think we would be much better off. 
without them.”

The best feature of Mr. Blythe’s Budget 
is its complete freedom from surprises. 
It is a humdrum, work-a-day Budget, 
which indicates that the financial position 
of the Free State is essentially sound. 
She has entered a period of her develop- 
ment in which her fiscal and financial 
condition is virtually stable. In ‘these 
circumstances, Mr. Blythe has decided to 
leave the budgetary position more or less 
He has introduced three very 
trifling changes, which will not affect the 
general taxpayer at all; and he has 
refrained from any remission of taxes: 
Income tax remains at the standard rate 
of three shillings in the pound, or fifty 
per cent. less than the British rate, Mr.

Blythe reckons that the net expenditure 
will amount to £24,224,000, and that 


| income ‘will total £24,237,000, leaving an 


estimated surplus of £13,000. This calcul- 
ation is rather fine ; but Mr. Blythe thinks 
that it errs, if it errs at all, on the right 
side, Supply services have increased by 
£245,000. Such a tendency is disquieting, 
but the Minister explained in his speech 
that the increases were due in the main to 
the postponement from last year of certain 
essential works. With a surplus of only 
£13,000 no effective remission of taxes 
is possible. Mr. Blythe, however, has 
made certain concessions to France 
in respect of wine duties, which will 
cost the Exchequer £12,000 in a full 
year, He has counter-balanced this re- 
duction by the imposition f a new tax 
on motor hawkers, who in future will pay 
a licence of £10 per annum; but owners 
of old motor cars will get a twenty-five 
per cent, rebate of road tax on cars which 
have survived their first lustrum. 

Mr. Blythe announced that a new loan 
would be launched before the end of the 
year, but he gave no details of the pro- 
posed issue. The Free State’s position ia 
respect of debt is thoroughly safe. The 
dead-weight liability of the Government, 
including a debt to the British Govern- 
ment and the Dáil Eireann loan, does not 
exceed £20,250,000, which is less than a 
single year’s revenue, a.d an admirable 
sinking fund arrangement has been made 
for its steady reduction. Mr. Blythe, 
therefore, ought to raise his loan without 
difficulty. Since the establishment of the 
Saorstát the national finances have been 
administered with exemplary care., If 
there have been mistakes, they have been 
due to over-caution, and when the Free 
State citizen regards the recent history of 
some continental countries he has good 
cause for satisfaction. We have little 
fault to find with the Budget. Perhaps, 
Mr. Blythe might have done something to 
reduce, if not to abolish, the sur-tax in 
pursuit of his policy to attract exiles back 
to their homes. Furthermore, he might 
have got rid of the betting tax. On the 
whole, however, the country will welcome 
his Budget, in the hope that next year he 
' may be able to give the taxpayers some 
relief. His speech yesterday suggested that 
further savings were almost impossible. 
We cannot agree that an expenditure of 
more than £25,000,000 can be borne in- 
definitely. Mr. Blythe very properly 
declared that the Free State must not aim 
at social services on a level with those of 
more highly developed countries, but, 
unhappily, that very mistake has been

It is estimated that no fewer than 
5,500,000 passengers travel by the 
elevated railway during the year; and a 
single ferry in 1927 @arried more than 
26,000,000 workers, Accidents are in- 
evitable in such confusion, and it is to 
the credit of the municipal . authorities 
that the list of casualties is not much 
greater than it is elsewhere. Sociologists | 
claim that much of the hardness of the 
American outlook is due to the bitter 
feelings engendered by a daily struggle 
for conveyance.

Reality becomes romantic and romance 
turns to reality in this age of mutable 
values. According to the testimony of M. 
Robert Esnault-Pelterie, a French man of 
science, German research has vindicatc ' 
Jules Verne’s most fantastic conception. 
In about fifteen years, as we are told, it 
will be possible to pay visits to the moon. 
seated luxuriously in a capacious rocket. | 
Apparently the atmospheric difficulties 
that troubled Verne’s voyagers have been 
surmounted, but one fly—it a large one— 
remains in the ointment. The construc- 
tion of a vehicie for a journey to the moon 
and back will cost about £450,000. We 
hope that the realisation of the German 
visions will not be allowed to fail for want 
of a mere half-million of sordid cash. 
Rich men have spent huge sums on the 
establishment of strange chairs in stranger 
universities, and they ought not to grudge 
this mite to an enterprise that will be, in 
the true sense, ‘‘ epoch-making.’’ Yet from 
the practical viewpoint we are not con- 
vinced that the backer will spend his 
money wisely. The moon does a certain 
amount of good work in connection with 
the tides, and. her pleasant light has 
furnished a theme for poets and a spell 
for lovers. What more can be done with 
her if, and when, she is invaded by man- 
kind? Science declares that, through lack 
of atmosphere, the moon cannot support 
life akin to that on earth; but nations 
have bickered about the possession of the 
Arctic regions, which are not less un- 
friendly to man. For our own part 
we admit that we can find no further use 
for the moon, except as a dumping-ground 
for war novelists, language maniacs and 
Communist agitators.

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THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE.

There was a very scanty gathering of 
visitors in the Public Gallery yesterday 
to watch Mr. Blythe ceremoniously relaase 
the financial cat from his departmental 
bay. At a quarter past three he opened 
the mouth of the sack and proceeded to 
shake it gently. On the Front Opposition 
Bench Deputies O'Kelly, MacEntee and 
Lemass sat watchfully, pencil in hand, 
like alert terriers, ready to -chivvy the 
animal -as soon tas it emerged. At 
twenty-five minutes to five Mr. Blythe sat 
down, having turbed the bay entirely 
inside out. Gloom spread over the faces 
of the Fianna Fail trio as they realised 
that there was no cat after all. They 
cazed so reproachfully at the Minister 
for Finanee that one was irresistibly 
reminded of Mother Hubbard’s dog. 

As the members of the general public 
left the gallery it was easy to tell from 
‘their expressions which of them drank 
champagne, moselle ahd chablis and which 
of them were proprietors of travelling 
shops. Mr. Blythe had taken. two shillings 
and three shillings a gallon duty off 
French wines, and had put a tax of £10 
on motor hawkers. The only other change 
was that motor cars over five years old 
will receive a rebate of twenty-five per 
cent, on their road tax. 


WHISKEY AND INFLUENZA. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Blythe 
told .of an influenza epidemic which had 
sent up the consumption of whiskey, and 
consequently the revenue derived from 
that source. There was a tinge of 
melancholy in his voice as he added that 
we could not hope for another epidemic 
this year. The betting tax had brought 
the totalisator, and the ‘‘talkies’’ had 
done Sveat things for the entertainment 
tax. £30,000 had been recejved in duty 
on imported wireless parts, and this would 
co towards establishing the proposed high- 
power broadcasting. station. When he

KEEPING DOWN THE INCOME TAX. 

Mr. Blythe stated that it was his policy 
to keep down the income tax and thus 
induce wealthy exiles of Irish extraction 
to return. By thus tempering the wind 
he. hoped that those lambs now being 
ruthlessly shorn on foreign shores would 
come home and carry their pecuniary 
tails behind them. A few of these 
wealthy persons had already returned, 
and the lower taxes in Ireland would soon 
bring more and make a _ taxpayers’ 
summer. 


NO CHEERS: NO TEARS. 


“There is not very much to cheer about 
and not much to weep about either,” said 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly. It appeared that 
there was not much to talk about either, 
and. Mr. O'Kelly soon sat down, after 
expressing himself of a cautious hope 


that, if the decrease in wine duties eventu- 
ally increased our trade with France, it 
wight not bé a bad thing altogether. 

“The Minister has got into a definite 
Budget groove from which it is impossible 
to shift him,” said Mr. T. J. O'Connell. 
“ Budge him,” interrupted a voice, the 
owner of which, fortunately for himself, 
could not be détected. ; 

Continuing, the leader of the Labour 
Party praised the estimates, which were 
only £16,000 out in £4,000,000.

Mr. Blythe said that it was absurd to 
think that because such people as a class 
had been politically hostile to nationalism 
they would always be the same. Both 
classes could remain in the Free State to 
their. mutual advantage, and live happily 
ever after. ;

THE REDUCTION IN 
WINE DUTIES.

OPENING UP MORE TRAD 
WITH FRANCE.

A number of prominent wine merchants 
in- Dublin, when questioned by repre- 
sentatives of the Irish Times regarding the. 
proposal to reduce the duty on French 
wines, expressed the opinion that such a 
step was inevitable, and would eventually 
open up a larger and more cordial com- 
mercial relationship between the two 
countries. i. 

The proposed reduction in duty of these 
wines will bring the Freé State exactly 
in the same line with the prices existing 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
as far as duty on wines of strength below 
25 degrees is concerned. 

Mr. Sean O’Loughlin, of the firm of 
Messrs. Fitzgerald and Co., wine mer- 
chants, Dublin, when asked for his views 
on the proposed new duties, said that he 
did not think it would affect to any great 
extent the wine trade generally. The re- 
duction, he said, applied particularly to 
French wines, which were of a very low 
alcoholic extent, and did not exceed 25 
degrees. 

** The duty on these wines,’’ he said, “will 
now be ds. per gallon, or equivalent to 
6s. per dozen bottles, when imported in 
wood. When imported in bottle there will 
be an additional duty of 2s. per yallon, 
making 5s. per gallon, or 10s. per dozen 
bottles. 


SPARKLING WINES. 
_“ Champagne and all sparkling wines of 
similar strength’ will now be subject to 
15s. 6d. per gallon, or 3ls. per 
bottles. i 

“I am informed that wines of‘ other, 
countries, such as Italy and Germany, are 
also imported at a strength below 25 
degrees, and they will also be subject to. 
the same duties. 

“These will include Hocks and Moselles, 
still and sparkling,- as weil as Italian 
vermouth, or, in other words, the prices 
will now be: Still wines, 3s. per gallon in 
bulk; sparkling wines, 15s. 6d, per dozen 
bottles, which is similar to the prices 
existing in Great Britain. 

‘The concession in champagne: is par- 
"gag d noticeable,’’ said Mr. O’Lough- 
in, 

“The new rate on this commodity in the 
Free State will now be 3ls. per case of 
twelve bottles, as compared with 60s., the 
previous rate. 

‘* This should bring about a greater sale 
for French wine in the Free State. To my 
mind, it is really intended to bring about 
a reciprocity between the products of the 
two countries. Wine is the principal pro- 
duct of France, and the reduction will 
tend to bring about a greater commercial 
relationship between that country and the 
Free State. ; 

‘“Since 1926 the duty on these. wines in 
the Free State was Ws. per gallon, or 60s. 
per dozen bottles, which represented a 
duty of 5s. per bottle. The rates will now 
be 15s. 6d. per gallon, or 31s. per dozen 
bottles, making a reduction of 2s. 5d. per 
bottle, or 29s. per dozen bottles, in. duty 
alone. 

“ Mr. Blythe estimates this reduction or 
concession to result in a loss of about 
£12,000 in a full year,’’ concluded Mr. 
O'Loughlin, : “ That may be so, but the 
possibility of increased demand for these 
French wines, in consequence of the re- 
duction in duty, should make up for the 

SOURCE OF JOY. 

Another member of the wine trade, 
interviewed hy an Trish Times repre- 
sentative, said that Mr. Blythe's decision 
to reduce the tax would be a source of 
great joy to the trade generally, and to 
the public as well, 

“ When the Minister imposed a hundred 
per cent. increase on the wine trade a 


.couple of years ago,” he added, “ trade 


went down by fifty per cent., and it has 
been decreasing .month by month ever 
since.

CONSUMERS COUNCIL 
BILL.

POWER TO REGULATE 
PRICES- 

The second reading of the Consumers 
Council Bill, which was introduced in the 
House of Commons yesterday by Mr. 
William Graham, President of the Board 
of Trade, is expected to be debated on 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week. 

The bill sets up a new body to take the 
place of the existing Food Council, whose 
powers have been purely advisory. 

The new body will have power to compel 
the production of such information as is 
considered necessary to the proper investi- 
‘gation of complaints in regard to pri¢tes. 

Powers wilk be conferred on the. Board 
of Trade to regulate by order the prices 
that may be charged for certain commedi- 
ties, in respect of which the Council has 
advised that action should be taken. 
Food, however, will not be the only con- 
cern of the Consumers’ Council: it will 
have power to investigate the prices of 
other common necessities of life. 

The Government hopes to be able to 
pass the bill throngh all its stages during 
the present session.

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SAD ACCIDENT AT 


PUNCHESTOWN. 


AMATEUR RIDER 
* KILLED. 


CRUSHED BY FALLING 
HORSE.

While the third race of the day was 
being run off at Punchestown yesterday, 
Mr. M. C. Ham, a well-known Irish 
amateur rider, was thrown by his horse 
and killed at one of the fences. 

The accident occurred when the horses 
were out of view of the grand stand and 
as they were jumping a re cy 
small fence before the big double jump. 
Mr. Ham’s horse stumbled as it was 
taking the fence, threw the rider off on 
his head and then fell on him. Mr. 
Ham’s head and chest were crushed by 
the animal, and, owing to the fact that it 
had broken a leg, it was a couple of 
minutes before it could be pulled off and 
the rider removed. 


MEDICAL MEN ON THE SCENE. 

Mr, Ham lived only half an hour after- 
wards, and died from compression of the 
brain. He was promptly conveyed to the 
ambulance room by the St. John Ambu- 
lance Brigade men, who were on duty on 
the course, and attended by Dr. Roantree, 
surgeon to the course. i 

Surgeon Meade and Surgeon Morrin, 
both of Dublin, also rendered assistance. 
The Rev. Father Meighan, Parish Priest 
of Eadestown, gave the Last Rites to the 
dying man, who was conscious for a little 
time. From the start Mr. Ham’s condi- 
tion was hopeless. 


BROADCAST CALLS. 

The vast majority of the people were 
unaware of his death, and only learned of 
it when the announcement was broadcast, 
immediately after the conclusion of the 
third race, that a doctor was needed with- 
out delay at the fence before the double 
jump. 

Shortly after this there was a call for a 
veterinary surgeon, and then for a priest 
to go to the ambulance room. 


A POPULAR AMATEUR RIDER. 

The late Mr. Ham came from a family 
that was well-known. up to a few years ago 
as the breeders of thoroughbred stock. 
He was the son of Mr. John 
solicitor, of Halston, Moyvore, Mullingar. 
He was aged 27 years and was single. 
He only returned a year ago from France, 
where he was assisting his uncle on a stud 
farm at Besancourt, near Paris. He spent 
about five years there. 

He hunted with the Westmeath Har- 
riers and was a popular amateur rider. 
He had unsuccessfully ridden Mr. J. A. 
Farrell’s Winder in the second race of the 
day, and was doing very well on Mr. R. 
Downes’s Corrigeenroe in the third race 
for the La Touche Memorial Cup when he 
met with his death. 

His family had the distinction of breed- 
ing Halston, an Irish Grand National 
winner, and James Pigg, a well-known 
steeplechaser.

STUMBLE AT A JUMP. 


At about 4.30 o'clock an inquest was 
held by Dr. O’ Neill, the Coroner for South 
Kildare, in the ambulance room. Mr. P. 
J. Kenny was the. foreman of the jury, 
and Sergeant Redmond, Naas, represented 
the Civic Guard. 

Mr. Robert Downes, the owner of the 
horse which Mr. Ham was riding wh.. he 
met his death, said that Mr. Hai. had 
been riding horses for his father. He saw 
him before he went on to the course for 
the race, and he was then all right. He 
next saw him in an unconscious corkditicn 
when- he was brought in. 


THE ACCIDENT DESCRIBED. 

John Bergin said that he was standing 
on the course near what was known as the 
‘big double,” and saw the race in pro- 
gress. A few: yards from the “ big 
| double ” there was a small jump, and 
while taking this the horse that Mr. Ham 
was riding seemed to strike the top and 
stumble. Mr. Ham was thrown off and 
fell on his head. The horse then fell on 
top of him. It had its leg broken, and 
lay there for about two minutes until 
pulled off. Every assistance was given to 
the rider. : 

James N. Nugent and David Walsh gave 
corroborative evidence. 


THE CAUSE OF DEATH. 

Dr. J. Roantree said that when he saw 
Mr. Ham on a stretcher in the enclosure 
at about 3.30 o'clock he was partly 
conscious and pulseless. Death was due 
to coma, produced by .compression of the 
brain. 

The Coroner, in summing.up, said that 
it was quite evident that everything 
possible had been done for the deceased 
man after the accident. The St. John 
Ambulance men had been immediately on 
the scene, and had removed him in a 
stretcher to the ambulance room. 

Mr. Harold Clarke said that, on behalf 
of General Sir Bryan Mahon and the 
Punchestown Executive, he wished to ex- 
press his deep sympathy with the relatives 
of Mr. Ham. 


JURY’S EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY. 

The jury returned a verdict in accord- 
arice’ with the medical testimony, and 
added a rider declaring that no blame 
attached to anyone. 

The Foreman of the jury said that they 
wished to pass a resolution of sympathy 
with the relatives of Mr. Ham. 

Associating himself with the resolution, 
the Coroner said that the accident was ex- 
tremely sad.

The Duchess of Bedford, with her two 
ilots, Captain ©. D. Barnard and Mr. 
b Little, arrived at Croydon Aerodrome 
at 5.50 last evening after their flight. to 
Cape Town and back. Although, they 
arrived a day later than they expected, 


days having been occupied by the journey. 
There were hundreds of people to welcome’ 
them, many having waited for hours on 


.the roof of the aerodrome hotel, and 


almost as soon as she stepped from the 
machine three or four large bouquets 
were thrust into the arms of the Dacheos, 
while a pilot flying over the aerodrome 
wrote in sky-writing the word “ Bravo! ” 

The Duchess wore a leather flying coat 
and’ flying helmet, and all three air 
travellers looked bronzed and well. 

Among those who welcomed them were 
Sir Sefton Brancker, Director of Civil 
Aviation, and Lady Cobham. Mrs. 
Barnard was there to greet her husband, 
and Mr. Little, whose engagement was 
announced during the trip, was met by his 
fiancée. 


OIL-SPATTERED MACHINE. 


A great part of the body of the aero- 
plane, the Spider, was covered with oil, 
giving some indication of the trouble 
which was met yesterday when a forced 
landing had to be made owing to diffi- 
culties with the oil pipe. n 

In an interview with a reporter the 
Duchess said that she took over the control 
of the machine sometimes during the 
flight. “ In Africa,” she said, “ the 
weather was very bad, and it rained nearly 
all the way; we met a lot of low clouds 
and had to fly low—sometimes only just 
above the tops of: the trees,’’ : 

Referring to the landing just outside 
Sofia yesterday, the Duchess. said that ‘t 
was a wondorful piece of work on the part 
ol Captain Barnard. “ We landed in a 
field,’’ she said. “' It was a bad place to 
land, but it was beautifully done, and 
after the machine had been repaired by 
mechanics. Captain. Barnard flew the 
machine back to Sofia. Just exactly how 
he got it off I do not know.” 


AIR MINISTRY TELEGRAM. 


The previous fastest flight from England 
to the Cape was made by Lieutenant P. 
Murdock, of the South African Air Force, 
who, im 1908, flew alone in an 80 horse- 
power light plane, making the journey in 
fifteen days.

The effect of the London Naval Treaty 
on cruiser strengths was explained by the 
First Lord of the Admiralty (Mr. A. V. 
Alexander) in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

In reply to Lieutenant-Commander 
Kenworthy, the First Lord said that a 
decision had not yet been taken as to the 
new programme of naval shipbuilding to 
be begun in the current financial year, 

A question put by Captain Peter Mac- 
donald (Conservative, Isle of Wight) 
drew from the First Lord the statement 
that the effect of the London Naval 
Treaty in regard to cruiser strengths was 
as follows :— 

** As regards ourselves, we will not con- 
struct the two 8-inch 10,000-ton cruisers 
of the 1928 programme, or the one 8-inch 
10,000-ton cruiser of the 1929 programme. 
and a figure of 15 8-inch gun cruisers 
will constitute the total number allowed 
for the British Commonwealth of Nations. 

‘The United States of America, which 
entered the Conference with a projected 
programme of 23 8-inch 10,000-ton 
cruisers, will actually not complete more 
than 15 of this type before 1936, retain- 
ing only the option t6 have three more 
under construction, and net to be com- 
pleted before the years 1936, 1937 and 
1938 respectively. 

“Japan will remain at her 
figure of 12 8-inch gun cruisers, and will 
not embark on fresh construction as 
previously anticipated. 

““ As regards 6-inch gun cruisers, the 
London Naval Treaty allows, generally 
speaking, only for replacement, except 


special. provision is made for the carrying 
out of _long-postponed cruiser con- 
struction.”’

LIVING ON CAPITAL 


A DISASTROUS POLICY. 
CT sbiúú 

The Fimes of to-day observes in a 
leading article:—To-day the House of 
Commons will continue the debate on the 
Budget, which was resumed yesterday after 
the short Easter recess. ‘The general 
concern which Mr. Snowden’s proposals 
have aroused among the more thoughtful 
sections of the community lends an 
unusual importance to these rather per- 
functory discussions. To the taxpayer, 
however, their interest would be greatly 
enhanced if they held out to him even the 
slightest prospect of relief. Among the 
increases in direct taxation which the 
House of Commons will be asked to vote 
to-day, the tightening up of the estate 
duties is the measure which exemplifies 
most clearly the danger of Mr. Snowden’s 
deliberate attack upon the capital resources 
of the nation. i 

The disastrous consequences to British 
farming of this vicious form of taxation. 
which strikes at the landlord and tenant 
with equal severity, have long been 
notorious. Yet Mr. Snowden has 
deliberately chosen to. aggravate them 
without raising a finger to provide the 
most distressed of all our industries with 
alternative. sources for the capital it so 
urgently requires. 


THE DEATH DUTIES. 

The effect of high death duties upon 
other industries, though less easily dis- 
cernible, is not essentially different. The 
joint stock form of enterprise, which for 
many reasons is unsuited to agricultural 
production, does, it is true, afford to 
manufacturing concerns a more easy access 
to the national savings. But in the 
Jong run industry, as a whole, is bound 
to suffer no less than agriculimre from 
the diminution of the national resources 
through public spending, which, while it 
may cause some immediate increase in 
the production of consumable goods, 
ultimately defeats its avowed object by' 
checking the accumulations of wealth 
required to supply the means of produc- 
tion. So long as he is feeding upon his 
seed corn the improvident peasant may 


too soon he starves. ‘This elementary 
principle, the negleet off which is the 
fundaniental fallacy of Socialism, whether 
in our time or in the future, applies not 
merely to death duties as such, but to 
all forms of excessive taxation upon 
income, 

Evil as they are in themselves, it must 
be admitted that in the present cireum- 
stances taxes upon capital in the form of 
death duties are unavoidable. They have 
for a generation occupied a place among 
the normal. methods of raising revenue, 
and as such they have a perfectly legiti- 
mate use. But, in view of the colossa! 
size of the National Debt, their employ- 
ment ought to be governed by a 
fundamental principia, which has, un- 
fortunately, been neglected by successive 
Chancellors of the Exchequer. It is a 
cardinal axiom of sound finance, : pplic- 
able alike to Governments and private 
individuals, that capital resources should 
never be treated as income, pr spent 1s 
current revenue. i 


THE EXTINCTION OF DEBT. 
The proceeds of estate duty should be 
devoted to a single object—the extinction 
of debt. This need not, nor, indeed, 


| 


should rt entail, a specific appropriation 
which would violate another almost equally 
important canon of good budgeting; but 
it does mean that in any year the sums 
devoted to debt redemption should be made 
to balance tho .proceeds of estate duty 
much more closely than they have done in 
the past. Unless this ideal is rigorously 
pursued there can be no guarantee that 
public expenditure is being kept within 
the bounds of income. The exigencies of 
post-war finances have, it is true, made 
this fundamental principle appear rather 
as a counsel of perfection than as a 
practical proposal; but, if it had been 
more closely observed in the past, it would 
at least have created a formidable pre- 
cedent to bar the way to Mr. Snowden’s 
disastrous financial policy.

This year on Maundy Thurs- 
day Constitutional supporters were 
shocked by an order from the Curia 
announcing that members of constitu- 
tional and labour clubs throughout the 
island proceeding in bodies to perform 
this devotion should be refused entry into 
churches. The order was communicated 
to the clubs through the police. 

The worst feature of this order lay in 
the fact that it applied only to Goevern- 
ment supporters, and not Nationalists. It, 
therefore, caused extreme indignation. 
Another piece of propaganda was the 
order. that constitutional and labour clubs, 
and the printing offices of their news-’ 
papers, as well as the houses of Ministers, 


should be refused the customary Easter- 


blessing. 

The official organ of the Curia com- 
mented on these facts with a regrettable 
display of feeling. It also revealed the 
faet, hitherto unkaown, that the Arch- 
bishop had refused to bless Lady Strick- 
land’s College of St. Edward, of which 
the Archbishop and Cardinal Bourne are 
trustees. The Archbishop also refused to 
bless the foundation stone of the new 
hospital and the opening of the new Duke 
of York road. 

In view of this suggestion of undue in- 
fluence the question is being asked very 
generally whether the Government would 
not be justified in suspending the Con- 


stitution and withholding the elections.

LORD CECIL'S SPEECH AT 
GENEVA,

The Committee on Arbitration and 
Security this morning began a-general dis 
cussion of the model treaty for strengthen 
ing the means of preventing war and of 
thé proposals of amendment to some of 
its Articles submitted by the British and 
other delegations. 

Lord Cecil, in an eloquent speech, 
declared that ‘‘ His Majesty's Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom, being im- 
pressed with the importance of facilitating 
action by the Council under Article 11 of 
the Covenant for the Prevention of ihe 
Outbreak cf Hostilities, considers that a 
further Article might be imserted between 
Articles 2 and 3 of the draft model treaty; 
as follows :— k 
' “The high contracting parties ,under- 
take, in the event of a threat of hostili- 
ties between them, to accept and apply 
such: precautionary measures the 
“Vourcil, acting in exercise of the power 
of the League under the first paragraph 
of Article 11 of the Covenant may recom- 
mend, with a view to preventing an out- — 
break of hostilities.’’ : 

He added that this completed his pro- 
posals for the present, and stated that, 
although the indications he possessag of 
the general ideas of his Government 
enabled him to make these proposals, he 
was not sure of being able to receive, 
during the discussions at the present 
session of the Committee, their final’ and 
detailed recommendations. He must, 
therefore, reserve the right to make, if 
necessary, further observations at a later

Dorward, manager .of the Glen 
Cinema, Paisley, where seventy children 
perished in.a fire on December ól last, ap- 

aved again before the Lord Justice Clerk, 
ord Alness, yesterday on a charge of 
culpable homicide, the Scottish equivalent of 
manslaughter, 

The indictment sets forth that Dorward 
failed in his duty to see that the exits were 
in proper order, by peers ay be kept 
padiocked an iron trellis gate before one of 
the two exits. It is alleged that this caused 
the children. " 

Alexander Rosie, of Port Dundas, Glasgow, 
the cinema operator, was the first witness 
examined yesterday. He said that his duty 
was to operate the machine, and not to loo 
efter the audience or the exits. When the 
performance began on the day of the fire the 
hody of the hall was full of children, but not 
packed. After the first reel was shown a 
wember of the staff named McVay, took it to 
tne re-winding room. McVay returned in 
about five minutes, and said that the reel was 
on fire, and ,he told McVay to get the 
‘ boss.” Black smoke began to come into 
the operating box and vestibule and he 
heard children scream, and he groped his 
way through the smoke along the passage. 
The children there were very excited and 
he removed a number of them until the 
police arrived. 

_ The Lord Advocate—Cigaretie ends and a 
box of matches were found in the operating 
box. How did they get there? 

Witness—The matches were mine, but I 
do not know about the cigarette ends, 

The Lord Advocate— They went there 
themselves, | suppose. : Were you smoking 
in the box on that day ?’—No.

ASSISTANT'S EVIDENCE. 

James McVay, aged fifteen years. who was 
employed as assistant to the operator, said 
that when he took the first film from the 
operating box to the re-winding room he put 
it in a metal box and placed it against the 
accumulator, smoke came from it and he 


to tell the operator and the menager. When 
he returned the smoke was very dense. The 
manager opened the side door and kicked the 
box on to some waste ground. | 

Anna Graham McFarlane, cashier at the 
cinema, stated that on the day of the accident 
between £00 and 600 children were present. 
If the smoking film box had béen thrown out 
of the side door or the front door nothing 
would have happened. Mr. Dorward was try- 
ing to pacify the children; but a boy shouted, 
“ Fire,” and then the children simply would 
not go out hy tre front exit.. If the boy had 
mn / shouted ‘‘fire’’ it would have been all 
right. 


WHAT THE FIRE-MASTER SAW. 


Alexander Girdwood, Fire Master of Paisley, 
Said that marks on tae film container sug- 
gested that it had been placed on the ter- 
minals of the accumulator. This would have 
made the container red-hot in a few minutes. 

George Wilson’s (Deputy Fire Master) 
evidence was to the effect that in the passage 
and on the steps leading to the. back exit he 
found a mass of children packed, with 
jammed legs and. agms intertwined. They 
were piled up in a heap, end were crushing

James Graham, proprietor -oí the cinema, 
said that on two. occasions he found the 
tvellis gate shut-during matinées, and repri- 
manded..

When the Budget resolutions were con- 
sidered on report in the House of Commons 
to-day, the Opposition’s frontal attack on the: 
Cpl er was opened by Sir William 

aviaud, who moved an amendment to 
reduce the proposed increase of three shillings 
in the beer duty to half a crown. He dweit 
upon the plight of the ordinary working man, 
who was vnable to buy even a smal! quantity 
of beer without depriving himself and his 
tamily of the necessities of life. 

Mr. Pethick Laurence gs reply to the amend. 
ment was that the additional three shillings 
was not to be passed on to the consumer. 

Mr. Churchill raised the question of the 
ratio, which was always carefully scrutinised 
in all Budgets between direct and indirect 
taxation. ‘This additional beer duty, he said, 
did not fulfil the test that indirect taxation 
should be borne by the consumer. 

The amendment was rejected by 245 votes 
to 114. 

Sir William’ Wayland then moved to 
provide a rebate of Zs. in respect of beer 
hrewed from malted hops of home production. 
He stressed the necessity for helping British 
agriculture. 

Sir E. Shepperson, in seconding the pro- 
posal, said that by using British materials 
they. might hope once more to get real pure 
peer. i 

Mr. Pethick Lawrence explained that the 
Government was unable to accept the amend- 
ment, as the proposed rebate ran directly 
counter to the Commercial ‘Treaty with 
(iermany. A further objection was that, 
if the brewers took full advantage of the 
proposal, it would mean a loss in revenue of 
£1 000,000. 

The amendment was rejected under tht 
closure by 875 votes to 145, and the beer 


resolution was carried.

THE COAL MINES BILL. 


The debate ón the motion for the second 
reading -of the Coal Bil!, in the House of 
Lords, was resumed by Ear! Russell, who 
said that the measure was not really a 
Socialist one at all. The Government re 
arded coal as a national asset, and was oniy 
hie its duty in trying to prevent the in- 
dustry from going to pieces. He was pre- 
pared to admit that the result of the bill 
would be to raise the pit-head price of coal, 
but that was less objectionable than the un- 
economic method of selling it at less than 
cost price. : 

Lord Weir said that what miners wanted 
more than a shorter day was certainty and 
stability, and this the bill certainly did not 
ive. 

. What he regarded as the most pernicious 
thing in the bill was that, for the first time 
in the history of British industry. it pro- 
claimed that the Government had lost faith 
in the ability of the British people to conduct 
a primary industry. So far as he knew, we 
were the only industrial country in the world 
which had been asked to face such a pro- 
position.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT 
EXPENDITURE. 

fn the Northern Ireland House of Commons 
yesterday, the Minister I 
Right Hon. G. Milne Barbour) submitted the 
estimates for Public Works and Buildings. 
He said that the contract for the River Bann 
‘and Lough Neagh had now been placed, after 
satisfactory competition, with the James 
‘Dredging, Towage and Transport Co., Ltd., 
of Southampton. So far as could reasonably 
be foreseen, the Bann drainage works would 
he carried out for an expenditure within the 
estimate of £650,000. It was hoped that the 
operations ón the Bann would be commenced 
by June next, and it was anticipated that the 
work would be completed within a period of 
five years, se 

Proceeding, the Minister said that the net 
total of the three sections of the estimate 
showed an increase of, approximately, 
£132,000 over the figure of last year. The 
most important item was the sum of £261,290, 
which was provided to meet expenditure 
during the year on the erection of the new 
Parliament buildings .and. Departmental 


ofices at Stormont. _ This indicated the 


acceleration of the building works, and the 


departniental staffs would occupy the build- 
ing during the early’ summer of 1931,. The 
Parliamentary portion of the building was 
unlikely to be ready for occupation until, at 
least, a year later. -- Building operations at 
the Law Courts were now proceeding rapidly. 
A sum of £5.000 would be expended in pro- 
viding recreation grounds for the students at 
Stranmillis Training College. 

: EXPENDITURE CRITICISED,. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that he realised 
how there was going to be no limit to the 
expenditure of the Northern Government and 
their buying and selling of land. He knew 
from experience that when they went to buy 
land they paid up to £300 an acre, and when 
they were selling land they were paid £30 
per acre. He thought that they had now 
arrive at a point when they must call a 
halt to this exnenditure. 

Proceeding, Mr. Beattie was criticising the 
cost of Government House, Hillsboro’, when 
the Minister of Finance explained that the 
British Government purchased Hillsboro’ 
Castle as a residence for the Governor,*and 
handed it on tot the Northern Government 
without any charge, but the responsibility for 
keeping it up fell upon Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Beattie said that the. taxpayers of 
Northern Ireland were too poor to keep up 
Government House, and it was a burden 
upon them at the present moment. 

DRAINAGE COSTS. 

Mr. Robert Crawford and Captain 
Chichester Clarke drew. attention to the ex- 
pehditure of £75,000 for architectural and en- 
ineering service in connection wiih the 
Bann drainage scheme. They considered that 
this sum was rather high. 

The Minister of Commerce, replying to the 
discussion, said that portion of the Stormont 
estate would eventually be used as a public 
park. The expenditure of £75,000 on 
ehgineering services in connection with the 
River Bann drainage included the cost of 
necessary materials, 

The estimates were adopted. i 

THE UNEMPLOYMENT FUND. 

A money resolution was moved by the 
Minister of Commerce to increase the limit 
of borrowing on the Unemployment Fund 
from one million to one million seven hundred 
and fitty thousand pounds. He said that if 
the present rate of unemployment continued 
it would be necessary to extend the borrow- 
ing powers in view of the reimsurance agree- 
ment with Great Britain. 

The resolution was adopted, and the neces- 
sary bill was introduced and read» a first. 
time.

QUESTION OF PERSONATION. 

In the Northern Senate yesterday, on the 
Cemmittee stage of the Parliamentary and 
Local Government Elections Bill, Senator T. 
J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), moved to 
insert the following new sub-sections :—‘‘ It 
shall be the duty of a constabie on a polling 
station to arrest any person whom he believes 
to be guilty of personation im his presence, 
and to prosecute such person in due course of 
law, and such constable shall not be answer- 
able in damages or otherwise for any bona 
fide mistake made by him in the execution 
of such duty.” 

“The returning officer in any Parlia- 
mentary or local election (Government) shall 
go arrange the. distribution of the ballot 
papers among the presiding officers so that 
the maximum number of ballot papers to be 
issued at any polling station by a presiding 
officer shall not exceed one hundred and 
fifty.’ i 

Senator Campbell said that he submitted 
this amendment in no controversial spirit. 
They were all agreed that this abuse of per- 
sonation was one that ought to be stamped 


out. 
MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister for Education (Viscount 
Charlemont) said that it was not desirable 
that police should have new duties im- 
posed on them that would lay them open to 
the charge of partisanship: It would be diffi- 
cult for policemen to know if people were 
impersonating or not. The Government be 
lieved that the police should perform their 
ordinary functions in the matter, and should 
not have impose® on them this special 
function.

THE POWERS OF JUSTICES. 

Senator Campbell also moved amendments 
to enable an ordinary Justice as well as 
Resident Magistrates to investigate cases of 
alleged personation.

COCHET’S SENSE OF 
ANTICIPATION.

- NONCHALANT WIZARD. 


(By DONALD M, GREIG.) 


When watching Henri Cochet play, one 
begins to wonder why anybody thinks that 
lawn tenis is a difficult game to’ play. 

He plays with such supreme ease that he 
makes even the most difficult strokes look 
simple, and the looker-on cannot quite 
understand. why he cannot immediately go 
and do likewise. 

Even when Cochet is losing he plays so 
effortlessly that he ddes not seem to be 
trying particularly hard. ie a oe 

It is no easy task, one might think, to 


‘select just one or two points as those from 


which others may learn most from the 
world’s leading players. for, to be 
supreme, one can have no real weakness. 
Vhen you play against Cochet, however, 
it ig not so difficult to pick out very 
quickly one of the greatest sources of his 


strength. 


We all know that some players ‘ean antici- ' 


pate better than others in which direction 
their opponents is going to hit the. ball. 
Cochet is simply uncanny in this respect, 
and I can best describe him as “ anticipa- 
tion personified.’ 

Keep on Your Toes. " ee 

I remember playing him on the Riviera 
some vears ago, and time after time he 
would hit a short length ball to me, and 
meander (apparently) up to the vet. 
Against any other player tJ feel almost 
certain I could have made a winning stroke 
more often than not. With Cochet, how- 
ever, I almost invariably found him waiting 
calmly at the net for my return, although 
he did not appear to move very quickly. 

If anyone desires to know what is meant 
by a ‘‘setise of anticipation’’ let them go 
and watch, or better still, play against 
Henri Cochet 

We have all got that ‘sense of antici- 
pation,’’ in some degree or other; but i is 
only by constant practice and great exper'- 
ence of all types of players that one can 
hope to approach the degree that VCochet ‘has 
attained. 

May I here offer one word of advice to 
those just starting this game, It is this 
Don't stand still after vou have mace a 
stroke. Always try and anticipate where 
your opponent is going to hit the ball, even 
from your earliest days. 

Don’t stand on your flat feet; keep on 
your toes and learn from Cochet 
Speedy Service. 

Coming now to the actua) way he plays 
his strokes, here again one has no difficulty 
in putting. one’s finger on his strongest 
points. 

The whole trend of modern lawn tennis 
isi towards speed and thea mere speed. | 

By speed I do not simply mean hitting 
the ball very hard; I mean hitting the bail 
in. such a manner that your opponent will 
have as little time as possible in which to 
reach your return, . A bard drive played as 
the ball is dropping towards the ground will 
give your opponent more time to get to your 
return than a stroke executed before the 
ball reaches the top of its bound. | 

Many players hit the ball harder - than 
Cochet. but none take the ball, consistentiy, 
earlier than he does. When Cochet as play- 
ing you never see a slow gume, his opponents 
are always having to move rapidly. 

Watch him return the service and see how 
closely he stands into the service line. Even 
against Tilden’s fastest service, Cochet stands 
will inside the base line. 

His whole game is an object lesson to the 
player who wishes to develop a real attack- 
ing game. 

Getting to the Net. 

Notice how he takes the ball off the ground 
in his stride and goes straight on, up to the 
net. 

If you are going to play a volleying game 
you want to get close up to the net, and 1! 
you are going to stand still as you Int the 
all and then go up, you will find it very 
difficult. 

Watch Cochet and learn. 

Some people I have met seem to think that 
a tall player would have some advantage over 
a short player so far as over-head strokes ii 
concerned. Well, all I can say is that no 
man living could do more than Cochet does 
to any ball which is sent up into the air. 

The moment you see a ball going up 
you see Cochet going back to hit it ove 
head you may safely bet that his oppene 
wil: take no further interest in that poirt 

Cochet must have made up his mind a lor” 
while ago that any ball to be taken overhea:| 
from any part of the court should be killed 
His timing is perfect, as, indeed, is his whole 
execution of this stroke. 

Lastly, let me give you a few words about 
his volleying. Cochet makes the majority ol 
his points by volleving. It is magnificent 
from any position, and usually deadly because 
of his ability to work himself into the pos- 
tion where the final stroke, the volley, a 
alsurdly easy. 

Cochet’s whole game, his ground strokes, 
his taking the ball on the rise, are al] worked 
out for one purpose—to get up to net where 
his supreme volleying, coupled with that 
amazing sense of anticipation, makes bim the 
champion of the world.
